Rome. May 23.— The opening of the 
papal encyclical on labor dilutes on the 
task which the pope has set for himself 
in defining for the guidance of thf 
church i'H position towards existing so 
cial questions. It goes on to refer to the 
pressing importance of those questions 
and the difficulty arising ont of their 
complex character owing to the numer 
ous concurrent factors requiring con-id 
eration. yet a solution can be obtained 
by applying the eternal principles upon 
which the teafffaingl of the church are 
based, now as ever. Mens relations 
toward each other as individuals or 
part* of society must have the sanction 
of old authority. The law is stated in 
Deuteronomy *, II. 

The divine law therefore rejects the 
Socialist solution, which would abolish 

private property, substituting a col 
lective, common ownership. In pro- 
ceeding to consider the relations of the 
state to the individual, the encyclical 
says: "To think that the authority of 
the state ought arbitrarily to invade the 
family intimacy is a great and per- 
nici< >us error. The state can undoubted- 
ly intervene when the condition of the 
family is too disastrous, but then only 
to alleviate it, and to safeguard the 
rights and interests of the public power 
without violating the rights of indi- 
viduals. To go beyond these limits 
would lie to violate the nature of things. 
The state should neither destroy or ab- 
sorb the oatemal power to reconcile the 
rights of the state, of capitalists, and 
the proletariat. We affirm unhesitat- 
ingly that human efforts are Impotent 
without the concurrence of the church." 

The encyclical goes on at length to re- 
call all the church has done to letter the 
lot of the proletariat, and to show that 
it is a capital error to believe that the 
church is, for the rich alone, and an 
enemy of the people. 

It is also a capital error to believe 
that the rich and the proletariat are con- 
demned by nature to fight a duel with- 
out end. One has need of the other. 
Capital is powerless without work, and 
work without capital. 

The proletariat cannot and ought not 
to injure capital or the masters who dis- 
pense it. but in order to obtain respect 
for the rights of labor they must abstain 
from violence. They should not have 
recourse to sedition or listen to the chi- 
merical promises of the agitators. On 
the other hand, masters ought to respect 
the individuality and dignity of man. 
They should act aa Christians toward 
their workmen, not treat them in- 
humanely, or exploit them beyond their 
strength. Let masters remember that 
both divine and human law forbids the 
drawing of profits from the misery of 
the poor. Besides that, religion means 
necessary co-operation of human means 
to attain a sacred purpose. 

"The state ought to watch over the 
well-being of society, just as individuals 
watch over the purity, morals and in- 
terior order of families, safe keeping re 
ligion, justice, moderation and an euuita 
ble division of public charges, all of 
which would contribute largely to the 
amelioration of the conditions of the 
proletariat. The larger this general pros- 
perity the less likely will workingmen be 
to have recourse to exceptional means to 
better their condition. As citizens th 
proletariat have the same rights as the 
rich, and consequently have a right to 
the same interest as being a part of the 
state. The government should carefully 
observe all obligations, distributing jus- 
tice impartially. Absolute equality was, 
however, a chimera. The social hie 
archies! were based on natural principles. 
The state ought to see that all covenants 
relating to work were conscientiously 
observed, and oppose anything that 
might cause popular passions to yield to 
unhealthy excitement, provoking trou- 
bles and violence. 

Small wages often gave rise to strikes, 
disastrous, not only to the working men 
and their families, but to the general in- 
terests of commerce and public industry 
Government ought to prevent the ex- 
plosion of such crisis. Moral dignity, 
which is equal among poor and rich, ex- 
acted repose from work on certain days. 
The state ought to take care that work- 
men do not become the prey of specu- 
lators and usurers, seeking to abuse 
their weakness, in order to obtain ex 
cessive and dishonest profits. Man's 
work should not be earned so far as to 
succumb under an excess of corporal 
fatigue. 

The physical forces of every man are 
limited. Beyond that limit is forbidden 
to go. Therefore, expediency was showu 
in establishing certain limitations 041 
working hours, and providing that they 
should be interrupted by a period of re- 
K»se, varying according to conditions of 
Dime and place, the public health and 
the nature of the work. The question 
of wages was a particularly delicate one 
to treat with exact justice. The salary 
agreed upon should be paid; at the same 
time justice equally demanded that the 
agreement entered into by the working- 
men ought to be respected. The state 
should see these reciprocal obligations 
executed. An important element in the 
question was that the workman ought to 
be able, with the wages or salary, to 
provide for himself and families the 
necessities of life. 

"In all these questions it is essential 
that state representatives should inter- 
vene considerately. It will suffice to 
reserve examination of these points for 
the judgment of associations. In order 
to safeguard the interest of both capital 
and labor the authority of the state 
ought to intervene only to the extent

that the general interest demand. It is 
of great social advantage that the hi ws 
should favor a multiplicity of pro] terries, 
as the best means of preventing opposi- 
tion between extreme riches and extreme 
poverty; but it is also necessary that 
property should not be overtaxed. The 
state commits injustice and undue exac- 
tions from individuals. 

"Institutions for aiding and facilitat 
ing conciliation between the various so- 
cial classes are especially useful in ob- 
taining desirable results." 

The pope particularly mentions as 
worthy of commendation associations 
for mutual succor, societies for insur 
ance against accident, sickness KM 
death, and the protection of children, 
and especially female children, to which 
he attaches particular importance. The 
tradesmen's associations. and ancient cor 
•rations so roeful in the past, ought to 
ad inted to present needs. Those 
associations whin! l*-tter answer the 
Mlda intended if thet were composed a! 
both workmen ana masters, in that 
case they would d"velope usefulw :;.s 
more end more. 

The encyclical expatiates on the ad 
vantages of liberty and the right of com 

bmatran. 

••When such associations act in such a 
way as to justify suppression the state 
ought in effecting such suppression, to 
use precautions not to violate the rights 
of individuals, and ought not to advance 
the public utility as a pretext for ahead 
onin^ sound political principles. Un 
happily it often occurs that such associa- 
tions are us. d by wire pullers as puppets 
for exploiting poverty. It is Important 
in sue it ctu.es to create counter ji<socia 
ttona In order to withdraw worsTngmen 
from such inniositions." 

The pope gn atly eulogizes those who 
an endeavoring to better the condition 
of the proletariat and establish bonds 
of mutual equity between workmen and 
masters, to maintain a sentiment of re 
ciprocal duties, and to combat inteini>er 
ance nmpng workingmen. 

"We see with great sasisfaction emi 
nent men uniting in working for Un- 
common advance of their ideas, the 
efforts of others seeking to promote co- 
operation auicng the employers and the 
employed, the action of the bishops in 
encouraging these efforts, and finally 
the spectacle of rich Catholics acting lis 
voluntary friends of the proletariat, and 
contributing with money to develop 
such associations. In the presence of 
the efforts of so many generous minds 
we have no right to despair of 01 it- 
times. Let the state protect the right 
of legitimate assertion among citizens 
but take care not to interfere with the 
internal order and life of such move- 
ments. 

"The real condition of life is that it 
proceeds from internal movement. Ex- 
terior conditions ought only to facilitate 
pulsations having an internal origin 
These associations ought to be adminifr 
tercd by upright men, who in difficul 
ties and crises will fulfill the role of 
equitable arbitrators. The conc lusion 
of all these complete questions is that 
universal so-operation is necessary, and 
that everybody ought to help willingly 
under the auspices of faith and Chris- 
tian morality. ,r 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
The German Kaiser Very Much Irritated 
Germany and Russia — Other Items. 

London, May 28.— Berlin advices state 
the kaiser is deeply irritated by the tone 
and matter of the pamphlets recently 
published, especially the one entitled 
"The Kaiser His Own Master." The 
secret police are investigating to ascer- 
tain the authorship, and if it can be 
traced to Bismarck or any one else hold- 
ing military rank a prompt and severe 
prosecution will follow. As it is, Bis- 
marck will probably be questioned on 
his honor as to his connection with these 
attacks on the sovereign. 

The kaiser, it is stated, has written to 
the Austrian kaiser assuring him of his 
continued friendship and his abhorrence 
of the attempts to detach Germany from 
Austria. 

Germany and Russia, 

London, May 28.— The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: "Connt 
Muravieff, secretary of the Russian em- 
bassy here, has gone to St Petersburg 
to continue commercial negotiations be- 
tween Germany and Russia. Germany 
is willing to reduce the duties on Rus- 
sian com, petroleum, hides, and other 
raw products in exchange for reduced 
duties on German iron and manufactur- 
ed goods. If successful, negotiations 
will result in a simple agreement, Rus- 
sia objecting to a regular treaty." 

Gladstone Entirely Recovered. 

London, May 23.— Mr. Gladstone's 
physicians having pronounced then- 
patient entirely recovered, he left this 
city for Hawarden yesterday. A large 
crowd which had assembled at the 
station to witness the departure of Mr. 
Gladstone, heartily cheered the states- 
man as the train started. 



Preparing for the Csnr'a Visit. 

Berlin, May 28.— The Cologne Ga- 
zette says that before the czar's visit to 
the Moscow exhibition a French squad- 
ron is expected at Cronstadt, bringing 
20,000 rifles for the Russian army. 
French officers will accompany the czar 
to Moscow. 

On. ••■ii Nutalie's Friends. 

Belgrade, May 28.— The Literals are 
organizing a meeting to protest against 
the expulsion of Queen Natalie as a vio- 
lation of the constitution. 

lluel In South Carolina. 

Charleston, S. C, May 28.— A duel 
took place yesterday near Liberty Hill, 
S. C, between P. H. Cheatham and 
John Whately, both prominent planters. 
Bad blood had existed among them, and 
finally a challenge was passed. They 
met with their seconds at the appointed 
place and exchanged shots at ten paces. 
According to agreement, when the word 
was Riven, both men wheeled and 
opened fire, continuing to shoot until 
ope or both fell. Cheatham fired eleven 
shots and Whately five. Both men re- 
ceived severe wound*, but none of them 
will result fatally.

Its Great Effect Upon the Con- 
djtion of Business. 



A DEPRESSING INFLUENCE. 



R. I»un A Company'* Weekly Itevlew 
of Trade for the l*a*t Seven liny* — Ke- 
cent Rains Create a Marked Improve- 
ment in the Prospect or Crops— Business 
Failures. 

New YnitK. May 23.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
The 008 tlllBWd outgo of gold, in spite of 
rose-colored assurances by eminent for- 
eign bankers has a depressing influence. 
Stocks have beeu weak, though with a 
sharp rally Friday afternoon, and the 
produce markets are much depressed, 
and the fall in the prices of all commodi- 
ties has been aliont 2.8 per cent, in two 
weeks. 

The local money market is fairly sup- 
plied at moderate rates, as other eastern 
and western markets are. almost with- 
out exception, but at a few southern 
points money is close or tight, and much 
caution in extending credits prevails. 

The iron business is rather weakened at 
Pittsburg by this prospect of lnereaaed 

supplies, and is very dull at Cleveland, 
but somewhat more demand is seen at 
New York and Philadelphia for various 
forms of manufactured iron. Steel 
rails do not share the improvement, and 
are flat, but there is more demand 
for plates, and bar which has been sold 
at 11.60 now commands $1.72 1-2. 

The coal business is still threatened by 
production far beyond agreement, and 
prices do not seem to warrant the ad- 
vance projiosed for June 1. The woolen 
Industry is waiting, without anv im- 
provement in goods to justify the de- 
mand for higher prices on new wool. 
At Boston the goods trade is not satisfac- 
tory, but sales of wool reached 2.290.600 
pounds, several sales of new California, 
territory and other domestic kinds being 
reported, and the market is rather easy 
Trade at Boston has been quiet. Hides 
are dull with some concessions, and the 
boot and shoe trade is generally dull. 
Hartford notes tair trade. At Phila- 
delphia collect ions are more satisfactory 
in drugs and chemicals, but very bad in 
groceries; extremely poor in mints, and 
unsatisfactory in jewelry. Dry go»ls 
trade is small, but a heavy fall trade is 
expected. Pittsburg notes that railroad 
orders are held back waiting for crop 
results, and while window glass does 
well, flint glass has slack business. 

At Cleveland dry goods, groceries, 
hardware and shoes improve fairly, but 
machinery, lumber, iron ore and cloth- 
ing are drill. At Cincinnati the tobacco 
trade is brisk. Detroit notes good pros- 
pects, though margins are close. At Chi- 
cago dry goods sales exceed last year's 
considerably, as do sales of clothing, 
and there are very fair country orders 
for shoes: wool receipts gain over last 
year 50 per cent. . corn 33 per cent. . and 
dressed beef, cheese, butter and hides 
gain, but in cured meats there is a de- 
cline of 50 per cent., and in lard, flour 
and barley of 33 per cent. 

Crop reports at Chicago are very satis- 
factory, and the same is true at St. Paul, 
Omaha and many other points where 
the recent rains have made wonderful 
improvement. 

The business failures occurring 
throughout the country during the last 
seven days number: For the United 
States 214, Canada 40; total 254. as com- 
pared with 237 last week and 222 for the 
corresponding week of last year.

Lafayette, Ind., May 23.— The north 
bound passenger train on the Louisville 
New Albany and Chicago railway, due 
here at 3 a. m. Friday, was thrown from 
the track three miles below this city by 
a broken rail. 

The engine passed over safely, but the 
baggage, mail, smoker, day coach and 
sleeper were thrown down the embank- 
ment and completely wrecked. The es- 
cape of the passengers is almost miracu- 
ous. Not one was injured. The con- 
ductor was slightly bruised, and the col- 
ored porter of the sleeper had his 
hip broken.

Washington, May 23.— Nothing has 
been received at the navy depart mn 1 1 
from the cruiser Charleston, and the 
whereabouts of the Itata is still un- 
known here. It is almost certain, how- 
ever, that the Charleston will not stop 
at Panama, as she should have reached 
there Thursday night and certaiidy Fri- 
day provided die met with no accident, 
and naval officers have now given up 
hope of heating from her until she 
reaches Payta or Callao.

The Meaning of Free Coinage. 

The National Stockman and Farmer 
having been frequently asked to define 
"free coinage of silver," wrote to the 
Treasury Department Washington and got 
this definition from the Director of the 
infat: "The term 'tree and unlimited 
coinage of silver' means the conferring 
of the right upon individuals to take sil- 
ver of any kind to the mints and have 
every 371 j pure grains of it stamped free 
of Charge Into a dollar, which dollar is a 
full legal tender for its face value in the 
payment of debts and obligations, of all 
kinds in the United States 

In other words, says the Baltimore Sun, 
an ounce of silver, (4H0 grains) which can 
now be bought in the open market for i»H 
cents, is to pass, tinder the kind of free 
coinage now proposed for $1.20. A specu- 
lator who paid pK) for 100 ounces would 
get. at the Treasury ^12!t in National cut 
rent' V , makii)g$:Si by the transaction. Or, 
to put it dih"erently,with the silver at 1)8 
cents an ounce he would get 100 silver 
dollars or silver certificates for silver bul- 
lion costing him *7*>..!». The average cost 
of producing silver in the United States 
in 188i» was 61,] cents perounee. In Mon- 
tana the average cost was 415.:! cents per 
ounce. The Qranite Mountain mine in 
that State, according to the official state- 
ment of the Granite Mountain Company 
to the Director of the mint in 1886, pro- 
duced 2,1)87 ,i>o4 ounces of silver at a cost 
of 42} cents per ounce. In Mexico the 
cost is 44j cents; in South America, 341 
cents; in Australia at the Broken Hill 
mine, lti cents. Very large quantities of 
silver are produced at these figures.

At the recent annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Farmers' Home Mu- 
tual Aid Association of this county, the 
old officers and directors were re-elected, 
with one exception, Mr. Anthony Lay- 
tham, of Mayslick, being placed on the 
Board in place of the former member 
from that precinct. 

Mr. J. D. Mayhugh, of Orangeburg, re- 
signed as Solicitor, and Mr. A. D. Dickson 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

One of the important orders passed was 
that no Solicitor be allowed hereafter to 
insure property when it iscloser than one 
hundred and fifty feet to a building al- 
ready insured in the association, unless 
the buildings all belong to one party. 

Where a member of the association de- 
sires to drop the insurance on his dwell- 
ing and let it remain on barn and stable, 
the Solicitors are directed to drop the en- 
tire risk, and notify the Secretary at once. 

The Secretary was directed to notify all 
the members in sufficient time before the 
August election to meet on that day and 
select one from their respective precincts 
to constitute the Board of Directors, the 
new Board to take the place of the pres- 
ent Board at the next annual meeting in 
May, 1802. 

The annual report of the Secretary 
James K. Cahill shows that seven assess- 
ments were made last year, amounting in 
all to 00 cents on the $100. This total of 
00 cents is the largest for one year in the 
history of the association, but it is still 
very cheap insurance. There have been 
twenty-four assessments amounting to 
$3.8ti on the $100 since the association 
was organized twelve years ago. This 
makes the average cost 32J cents on the 
$100 worth of properly insured. 

While several members have with- 
drawn from the company, Mt i II the mem- 
bership is DOW larger than ever before, and 
the association has more property in- 
sured than at any time in the past. There 
are 528 members at present, and the in- 
surance now in force amounts to 0702,565. 

The association paid six fire losses last 
year amounting to $4,250, besides several 
wind and lightning losses amounting to 
$776. 

" It is sometimes asked," says the Sec- 
retary in his report, •' why we make an 
assessment of 20 cents to pay a $1,000 
loss, and then only 10 cents to pay a $900 
loss. The President and Board of Direc- 
tors think it best to keep $200 or $300 in 
the treasury to pay small losses. When 
the 20 cents assessment was made there 
was very little in the treasury. When an 
assessment of 20 cents was collected there 
was enough left in the treasury, with a 
10 cents assessment, to pay the $000 loss." 

The Secretary's salary has been paid 
for the past year, and there is now $250 
in the treasury.

State and municipality.

Tarrytown. N. Y., May 23.— Ed- 
ward Finnegan, foreman of the work- 
men employed when the recent disast. r 
occurred, and who is now lying in the 
Provident Home hospital here suffering 
from the injuries he received in the ex- 
plosion, in an interview yesterday said 
there was not any Ajax powder on the 
flat car. It was dynamite. He took the 
explosive from Ludlow, where it is 
stored, and put it on the flat car. There 
was also some railroad ties and a coil of 
rope ten feet long on the car. 

Finnegan says he gave strict orders to 
the Italians not to smoke. When the 
train left Ludlow one of the Italians be- 
gan capping cartridges. The cartridges 
are not capped by manufacturers. This 
is done by the men as fast as they are 
used. The man capping the cartridges 
was sitting on a box. He let one of them 
fall, and that caused the explosion. 

John F. McCarthy, 20 years old. of 
North Tarrytown, another victim of the 
explosion, was buried yesterday. 

Strange Cane of Insanity. 

Indianapolis, May 23. — Charles Heine 
is confined at the station house in this 
city under peculiar circumstances. He 
lost one of his three children Thursday 
and yesterday he was notified that the 
second could not possibly live, being 
fatally ill with pneumonia. He at once 
declared that he would kill himself and 
made preparations to do so. He secured 
a pistol, and taking his remaining child 
upon his lap, he caressed her and sud- 
denly placed the pistol to his head and 
fired. The child saw the act and just as 
the pistol exploded shoved it aside and 
the bullet wewt wide of its aim. Heine 
was then taken to the station to prevent 
him from carrying out his threat against 
his own life. 

Ended in Tragedy. 

Enqlewood, N. J., May 23.— Frank 
Turke, aged 40, who kept a small shoe- 
store on Palisade avenue, quarreled with 
his wife, to whom he has been married 
but a few weeks, and finally shot her in 
the neck, inflicting injuries which re- 
sulted in her death in a few minutes. 
He then shot and killed himself. No 
cause is known for the tragedy. Turke 
buried his first wife about seven weeks 
ago, and engaged his second wife as 
houBe-keeper from an agency in New 
York.
